I affirm that a gill of alcohol in three gills of w 
is a 3 much intoxicating as it would he in the sat 
quantity of milk-punch or toddy. More, a pint of 
rum used in milk-punch or toddy would be less 
injurious to health than a bottle of wine, compos¬ 
ed as it is of many deleterious and poisonous 
articles, besides the same quantity of alcohol. 

But the simple facts, Sir, are these,—‘ that so 
far as alcohol remains tire same substance in any 
liquor, it is inebriating,—that wine does contain 
alcohO* in the same state as rum or whiskey,— 
that the use of it as an article of sustenance or 
of luxury does invariably injure the digestive 
organsj-destrpjs the tone and well balanced action 
of the system, produces a thousand vaugc and 
comfortless sensations of body and tniud, connect¬ 
ed with an independent dissatisfaction with all 
aroundj—as an example, witness the French 
natiofr-; the mouth will feel clammy, the stomach 
uneasy, and the wiiole.alimeiuary canal will soou 
be evidently out of order. At first, these symp¬ 
toms will be experienced but occasionally, and 
attributed lb Some, other cause ; the man will 
continue the pursuit of his business, his studies, 
or his pleasures. Soon, however, these symptoms 
will be followed by a diseased stomach which 
turns the wine however pure into vinegar. It 
then attacks the coats of the stomach in the form 
of a strong vegetable acid, changes also the 
vegetable portion of food that has been eaten into 
acid, then follows indigestion in its most aggravat¬ 
ed forms, attended by loss of appetite, flatulence, 
tremor, depression of spirits, decay of intellectual 
facidlies, gout, dropsy, and apoplexy. The tartar 
also which is composed in wine is decomposed in 
the stomach, and produces diseases of the gal] and 
bladder.

What is peculiarly needed, at this time, by 
young Christians, is, as Dr. Watts has happily 
expressed it, Jl Prayer Book without forms. In 
other words, a concise work, that will unfold to 
them the nature and several pans of prayer; and 
so instruct them to cultivate the gifts and graces 
of their minds, ns without any composed forms, 
they may express the thoughts and feelings of 
their hearts, in free and appropriate prayer, as va¬ 
rious occasions present, to the edification of them¬ 
selves and those that join with them.

This is the manner and behavior of 
saint, and these the expressions of his lips, while 
his soul is breathing in a divine air, and stands he- 
fore God.—Why should not every man lie ac¬ 
quainted with this manner-of address, that he may 
join in practice with all the saints, and have access, 
at all times, to the greatest and best of beings?

Shall we profess to l>e followers of Christ, and 
not know how to speak to the Father? Are 
commanded to pray always, aDd, upon all oc 
sions, to be constant and fervent iu it; and shall 
we he contented with ignorance and incapacity to 
obey this command? Are we invited by tiie 
warmest exhortations, aud encouraged by the 
highest hopes, to draw near to God, w ith all our 
wants and our sorrows; and shall we not learn to 
express those wants, and pour out those sorrows 
before the Lord ? Is there a way made for our 
access to the throne, by the blood and intercession 
of Jesus Christ; and shall we not know how to 
form a prayer to be sent to heaven, and spread lie- 
fore the throue, by this glorious intercession ? Is 
his Holy Spirit promised to teach us to pray; and 
shall a Christian be careless, or remiss to seek, and 
unwilling to receive such divine teachings? 

Every mau that is joined to a church of Christ 
should seek after an ability to help the church 
with his prayers; or, at least, upon more private 
occasions, to join with a few fellow Christians in 
seeking to God their Father. Nor are women 
though they are forbidden to speak in the church, 
forbid to pray in their own families, nor with one 
another in a private chamber. And I am persua¬ 
ded, that Christians would ask one another’s as¬ 
sistance more frequently in prayer upon special 
occasions, if a good gift of prayer were more com¬ 
monly sought, and more universally obtained._

And while there will, iu the advanced Christian, 
be a constant attention to all these kinds of prayer, 
he will especially attend to the spirit in winch 
each is performed. It will Dot lie sufficient to 
satisfy his mind that he has gone through the mere 
act of devotion ; he labors for the inward feeling 
as well as the outward expression. He longs for 
the spirit of prayer, which is not the mere business 
of this or that hour, but the continual panting and 
breathing of the heart after God, Ps. xliii. 1, 2. at 
all times. 

“ To maintain a devotional spirit, two things,” 
says Mrs. Moore, “are especially necessary:—ha¬ 
bitually to cultivate the disposition, and habitually 
to avoid whatever is unfavorable to it.” 

The whole concludes with two sections on, “ The 
hindrances to prayer,” and the attainment of “ the 
Spirit of devotion.” From the last we extract the 
following:— 

Meditate before you prat. —This is a most 
Important^ part of preparation for prayer. We do 
fore hand, and therefore we have so little fet vciti®', 
or divine unction in our prayers. While I was 
musing, the fire burned, then spake I with my tongue. 
Previous to private prayer, endeavor to compose 
your thoughts, to attain a settled, calm, and atten- 
' re mind. Ask yourself, why do I retire? what 

my design ? Examine yourself, anil note down 
all that oceurs in your mind as proper or advan¬ 
tageous to be said under eaclt head of prayer.— 
Self-examination should precede prayer. Con¬ 
sider before hand the particular things which you 
wish to ask of God, so that you tnay ask freely, in 
order aud with method, those things which you 
need. Aud while approaching the house of the 
Lord for public worship, it is advantageous to 
meditate on the great work in which yi 
about to be engaged. 

While there is at the present day, so much 
orld around to produce excitement and Christian 
ilivity,—which is all proper in its place, as nothing 
great was ever accomplished without excitement,— 
the young Christian, to prevent the less of that pro- 
‘ alanee of religions character which is nccessa- 
nsefulness and happiness, needs to attend 
to his inward graces, particularly that of prayer; 
hence, we regard this treatise as peculiarly oppor¬ 
tune, and hope every young Christian of whatever 
age, will avail himself of its benefits; and old Chris¬ 
tians loo would be none the Jess spiritually minded 
and useful, if they were to study and follow ' 
cepts.
